Comets will open the best- 
of-five semi-final series 
against Spruce Grove Mer- 
curles in Morinville at 8 
p.m, Friday night. 

Comets held 1-0 and 2-1 
period leads Tuesday and 
ran the count to 3-1 in the 
third before Barrhead rall- 
ied to tie it, 

St, Albert Comets won 
three straight games to win 
the Sturgeon River Senior 
Hockey League’s annual ref- 
erees’ tournament at West- 
lock on the weekend. 

And Comets didn’t have 
any soft touches along the 
way as they played and beat 
three of the top teams in the

Actually, this planis noth- 
ing more than a cash ad- 
vance, for example, if a 
farmer had 10,000 bushels 
of grain stored on the farm 
that he can’t sell, the wheat 
board would pay him $1,200 
per year, and we mustn’t 
forget it is the farmer’s 
money in the first place, 
These storage payments 
would not increase in any 
way the consumer’s cost of 
living. 

I often ask the farmers 
if they understand the method 
of payments to grain elevator 
companies today; also the 
interest the farmers must 
pay. It has recently been 
revealed that the Wheat 
Board not only charges the 
producer 12 cents per bushel | 
per year to pay storage to 
grain elevator companies, 
but that the farmer also pays 
interest on all the money he 
collects from the sale of 
grain to the elevators until 
such time as the wheat board 
sells the graia. 

What seems most unfair 
is that the producer at pre- 
sent may receive approxi- | 
mately 60 cents per bushel 
for barley when delivered 
to an elevator but the grain 
company collects 60 cents a 
bushel for storing this grain 
for five years, Many of our

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TELEVISION and EDUGATION 


Hand in hand 
at St. Albert 
High School 


When students from St, 
Albert High School watch 
television these days, they 
aren't always just seeing 
what is showing onthe screen, 

They’re going right behind 
it, catching camera angles 
and studyingtechniques, not- 
ing the professional’s touch 
at putting together aprogram, 

You see, television has 
come to St, Albert High in 
a big way over the past year. 
Students no longer just watch 
tv shows, they produce them, 

It’s all part of the special 
projects course run by Dan 
Chugg, a 24-year-old native 
of Edmonton who, in his 
second year of teaching at 
St, Albert High, is audio 
visual co-ordinator for the 
school. 

“Special projects its 
something new, It just came 
out this year and we jumped 
right into it, Next semester 
it will be an accredited 
course,” Mr. Chugg said in 
an interview with The Gaz- 
ette last week. 

BORROWED EQUIPMENT 

It actually started last 
year when Mr, Chugg pro= 
duced a couple of programs 
with borrowed equipment, 

‘*Father Ubald Duches- 
neau had a camera, video 
tape unit and sound system 
to produce programs for his 
religion classes,” Mr, 
Chugg sald. ‘‘He allowed me 
to use it to experiment on 
some science programs,”’ 

The result was that the 
high school presented some 
proposals to the school board 
last summer and the board 
went along with them. More 
than $4,000 worth of equip- 
ment was purchased and Mr. 
Chugg went to work in August 
to assemble it in prepara- 
tion for the start of the first 
semester, 

It's now a smoothly funct- 
foning unit, but it wasn’t all 
roses getting there. 

TRIAL AND ERROR 

‘‘T had taken afew courses 
in audio visual education and 
had dabbled in television at 
the University of Alberta, 
but most of what I learned 
was through trial and errer 
the last semester,” Mr, 
Chugg said, “I had learned 
some of the basics of pro= 
duction, but most of it the 
students and I had to figure 
out on our own, We learned 
a lot together. 

Mr, Chugg, who also 
teaches chemistry 10, 20 
and 30, said many of the 
staff members were skepti- 
cal about the television pro- 
gram but now most of them 
want to use it, 

The teachers comeup with 
the ideas, transmit them to 
Mr, Chugg and his special 
projects’ students, and they 
produce the programs, 

“We never lecture over

television, We try to do 
things better over tv than 
could be done in the class= 
room, If it can’t be done, 
then there’s no use using 
tv,”’ Mr, Chugg said, 

ATTENTION-GETTER 

He said one of the basic 
reasons that television is so 
successful in education is 
that It is an attention-gett- 
er, 

“It's just something that 
is built into the medium,”’ 
he said. ‘People are cap- 
tivated without really know- 
ing that they are.’’ 

He said students become 
more involved with the pro- 
gram by participating in the 
learning situation, 

‘Classes can be arranged 
in groups, each picking out 
a project that is involved 
in the course or courses 
that we are taking,’’ Mr, 
Chugg said, ‘‘Then they pro- 
duce it, They get much more 
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from this than a cold pre- 
sentation in a classroom.’’ 

TV is taking the load off 
the teacher who may be 
handling as many as four 
classes that are the same, 
Now he can tape the lesson 
and it will be shown in the 
same form to all classes, 
PERFECT PRESENTATION 

“Tt allows for a much 
more organized presenta- 
tion,’’ Mr, Chugg said, “‘be~ 
cause the tape can be edited 
and changed to eliminate 
mistakes, Actually, the pere 
fect presentation can be 
made,’’ 

He sald that in classes 
such as physics, students 
are also able to watch ex- 
periments easier, 

**In many cases, only stue 
dents in the first two rows 
can see well under normal 
circumstances, But with 
television, two sets can be 
mounted in the classroom 


and the experiment will occ= 
upy the complete screen.’’ 

Mr. Chugg said television 
is also important for self 
evaluation, Students in typ- 
ing, home economics, drama 
etc., cansee themselves 
doing things and evaluate 
and criticize themselves, 
something which is extrem- 
ely important in drama, 

Mr, Chugg’s students have 
done some programs for 
other schools, but they are 
limited at present because 
the equipment is not exactly 
portable, A pitch was made 
to the school board last week 
for a portable unit that will 
eliminate this problem and 
make the operation much 
more flexible, 

TAPE GAMES 

With portable equipment, 
Mr. Chugg hopes to tape 
basketball games and im- 
portant happenings at other 
schools in the public system,

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The students recently 
taped a staff meeting at Vital 
Grandin but it took an hour 
to move the equipment each 
way. 

Television is being used 
more and more for staff 
meetings at St, Albert High, 
Through the year each sect- 
ion has to report on what is 
being taught in the courses, 
bringing out new methods, 
etc, Now it is done via tv. 
A half-hour program on phy= 
sical education was recently 
shown and the same has also 
been done for science and 
business, 


Mr, Chugg’s group pro= 
duced about 10 programs 
last semester, The crews 
were all volunteers, with no 
credits for their work. 

TAPED PLAY 

One of the projects ena= 
bled a Grade 9 class to watch 
themselves in aplay they had 
written and produced. 

‘*They got a lot of goodout 
of seeing themselves,” Mr. 
Chugg sald, ‘‘It would be even 
better now as we have zoom 
lenses, We didn’t have them 
then.’’ 

Mr. Chugg said a Grade 8 
science class went well be- 
yond the course, They did 
research, wrote scripts and 
produced some good pro= 
grams, 

The school is also making 
good use of professionally 
made tapes it can get through 
the Metro Edmonton Educa- 
tional Television Associa- 
tion, 

**We send a tape to them 
and they will dub what we 
want onto our tape, This 
means we don’t have topaya 
rental fee umpteen times, 
After this it is ours,” Mr, 
Chugg sald. 

MONITORS CBC 

He also has the equipment 
to tape the half-hour educa- 
tional stow the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corpor ation 
produces each morning. 

Tapes are stored and when 
teachers want to show them, 
they pick them up and wheel 
the portable unit to their 
classrooms to show them, 

It is these programs that 
are motivating Mr, Chugg 
to strive for better product- 
ions from his student groups, 

‘We have to compete with 
the professional medium, 
Students won’t watch junk ty, 
They'll excuse some things 
because it is a student pro- 
duction, but they won’t ex- 
cuse a lot of things,” 

WANTS TO TEACH 

Mr, Chugg said he would 
like to stay in the television 
end of education, but he 
wouldn’t ever want to get 
away from teaching,

ITS THE HANGOVER» 
THAT KEEPS US SOBER 
By Jack Scott 

When you come right down 
to it, the greatest incentive 
to sane and intelligent drink- 
ing is not a matter of laws 
governing the use of alcohol, 
breathalyzer tests on the 
highways, temperance edu- 
cation or even a matter of 
conscience, 

The real incentive is 
simply the plain, ordinary, 
everyday, old-fashioned 
hangover, 

Many thousands of Cana- 
dians will soon be starting 
1970 pledging themselves 
like evangelists to a new life 
of moderation, merely 
because on New Year’s 
morning they'll feel as if 
they had been kicked repeat- 
edly in the head by adray- 
horse, 

The hangover is not an 
immediate cure, but it has a 
cumulative effect and after 
years of suffering most men 
come to the reluctant ad- 
mission that every golden 
drop of grain spirits is a 
down payment on irrevocable 
misery, Eventually, some- 
times around the age of 90, 
Some men begin to get the 
idea, 

Medical science has now 
simplified the whole busin- 
ess of the morning after. 


We know exactly what is 
happening to the chemistry 
of the body. 

The alcohol, usually be- 
tween the second and fourth 
highball, enters the blood 
stream and proceeds to dry 
up the rather important sub- 
stance known as thiamin hy= 
drochloride, or Bel, Mean- 
while the lactic acid {is acting 
as a sandpaper (coarse 
grade) upon the intestinal 
tract, the membranes and 
the sensitive lining of the 
stomach, The well-known 
result includes those old 
voodoo drums beating, beat- 


ing, between the crowded 


temples, themouthfulof 
grandmaw’s lysol and the 
pressure cooker eyeballs, 

Unhappily medical science 
has very little idea of what 
to do about it except to suffer 
like a man, 

There are, of course, a 
great many spurious claims 
for hangover cures, Some 
men advocate a brisk walk 
in the fresh air, Others, 
usually of the Neanderthal 
type, recommend the cold 
shower, A full pint of milk 
is sometimes prescribed, 
Spirits of ammonia, bicar- 
bonates, hot water, aspirin 
-- each has its wistful little 
set of faith cure addicts, 

The more advanced 
*feures’’ are invariably as 
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er 


disagreeable as the malady 
itself, 

Anyone who has seen a 
man attempting to restore 
himself before noon with a 
Prairie Oyster -- one pony 
Cognac, onetablespoon Wor= 
cestershire, one tablespoon 
vinegar, one teaspoon ketch- 
up, one teaspoon Angostura, 
the yolk of a raw egg and a 
shake of cayenne -=has seen 
the folly and degredation of 
intemperance, 

The really effective cures, 
of course, are all avariation 
of the Hair-of-the-Dog 
theory and are only a ree 
prieve in the long shadow 
of the gallows, 

Similarly the pre-party 
precautions, such as a figger 
of olive oil or cream, while 
effective enough in the early 
stages, are merely a post- 
ponement and, indeed, may 
be fatal since they induce a 
false note of confidence, 

Alcohol, in short, should 
be approached in the same 
manner as a dark basement 
stairway in a home where a 
great many children are 
roller-skaters, 

In its purely physical as- 
pects the hangover is grim 
enough, but the mental effect 
is even more telling as a 
deterent to over-indulgence, 
This particularly true of old- 
er men who have, or feign, 


a certain dignity and reserve 
in their normal state, 

A middle-aged man, awak- 
ening with a headful of warm 
glue and a mittened tongue, 
may forget his aches in 
dreadful speculation upon 
whether he did or did not 
drop an ice cube down the 
inviting back of Mrs, Twing’s 
gown, 

I once knew a man who 
awoke on a morning after 
with the certain knowledge 
that he had stepped to a 
microphone before some 800 
strangers and rendered 
‘*Melancholy Baby” in ahigh 
tenor voice, It shocked him 
into an awareness of his 
basic inability to drink pro- 
perly and it was fully two 
weeks before he touched the 
stuff again. 

This is known as the re- 
morseful hangover, said to 
be extremely common on 
New Year’s Day, and has 
caused many men to end up 
shaking a tambourine on a 
street corner warning the 
passers-by against the evils 
of drink,
